It is ay understanding that one of the purposes underlying the 
Dspartoent*# rule emtrolUnr the travel of Soviet diplemUc pereeaMl 
beyond a radius of 50 alias fsro© Haahlugtai was to restrict their 
posterities to gather ecoooG&c end tBchnioal infoanatian* Be faceting 
incident indi c at es that this purpose is not being achieved* Considering 
ti'& limitations and hag s asue nt to wfdeh our diploraatie personnel ere sub- 
jected in the Soviet UntiUn* It would oeeas to ae highly rtsfrimhlr. that 
the amonaeed Units or the trowel of Soviet personnel in this country 
b© rtgidly enforced*
